The B rit­ 
ish governm ent positively refuses to re ­ 
enact the regulation of last year, which 
prohibits the carrying of firearm s by 
sealing vessels through the zone north 
of th e thirty-fifth parallel during the 
closed season. The U nited S tates offi­ 
cials look upon th is as disastrous to the 
seal fisheries and the U nited S tates cut 
ters have gone out under the old in­ 
structions to seize all vessels carrying 
arm s not under seal. 
These m ust be 
modified 
speedily 
by 
orders 
sent 
through the A laska Com m ercial com­ 
pany’s steam er, which leaves San F ran 
t isco in a day or two, or else there m ay 
be another big claim for dam ages on 
account of illegal seizures filed by the 
B ritish governm ent. 
It is held by the 
sta te departm ent th a t the effect of the 
B ritish action is to practically nullify 
all m easures of protection for the seals 
th a t were conferred by the P aris arbi­ 
tratio n , and it would ont be surprising 
if th is course is persisted in if it re­ 
sulted in a declaration by the U nited 
S tates of the abrogation of the treaty .

E vans 
has issued a long address to citizens of 
South Carolina in which he deals harsh- 
lv w ith the recent decisions in the dis­ 
pensary and registration 
cases. 
He 
say s: 
"The people of South C arolina 
have alw ays been law -abiding and re­ 
spect the constitution and the courts of 
the U nited States. But when the judges 
of those courts w antonly invade and 
tram ple under foot the recognized rights 
of our people, guaranteed by the fed­ 
eral constitution, they have a rig h t to 
assert them selves and m aintain their 
sovereignty 
and 
independence. 
This 
they have ever done and will continue 
to do and will resist w ith all the m eans 
w ithin their power usurpation and ty r­ 
anny and p artisan politicians in high 
places who disgrace th e judicial 
er­ 
m ine." 
H e denounces Judge Goff 
in 
the m ost b itter tones, and closes as fol­ 
low’s: 
"I appeal to the sovereign peo­ 
ple of South C arolina to protect their 
hojpes and liberties. 
The governm ent 
of tho people m ust and shall be perpet­ 
uated, and we are ready to lead the 
tight under the w’hite m an’s flag."

WIs.. L ate advices say the fishing tug 
Alice picked up seven miles off shore, 
betw een 
here and W aukegan, 
much 
w reckage of a vessel lost in the gale. 
The w reckage consisting of pieces of 
yaw l boat, pieces of cabin painted d ark 
lead color, one post fore sheet painted 
w hite w ith th#* nam e of “K ate Kelley" 
on it, one oar .one tub, one pail, with 
steam er Petoskey on it, piece of two 
inch plank w ith “H atch, Toledo, Ohio," 
and railroad ties. 
The lake is full of 
w reckage off this port seven or eight 
m iles out and all the fish tugs are com­ 
ing in w ith cargoes of hem lock ties.

C onstantinople, M ay 15.—The com m is­ 
sion which has been investigating the 
atrocities in A rm enia traversed the dev­ 
astated villages and arrived a t Jelly- 
goozan, where 120 houses were found to 
have been burned. 
The people arere sheltered in m iser­ 
able huts and am ple proof w as found of 
the tru th of the stories told regarding 
the m assacre of A rm enians, and the 
fact th a t their bodies were throw n in 
large num bers into a pit, w here the 
T urks endeavored to conceal their crim e 
by’ pouring barrels of petroleum upon 
the bodies and settin g fire to the oil. 
The flames, however, failed 
to 
con­ 
sum e the m ass 
and 
a 
stream 
w as 
dam m ed and diverted from its course 
in order to w ash away’ the half-burned 
bodies. B ut even this failed to obliter­ 
a te the terrible evidence ag ain st 
the 
Turks, and the local authorities were 
compelled to rem ove the rem ains piece­ 
meal. The villagers had rem oved the 
bulk of the bodies and interred them in 
consecrated ground before the arriv al 
of the comm ission a t Jellygoozan. The 
commission has returned to Moosh. 
As a result of the investigation and 
the reports of the delegates of the pow­ 
ers, the powers have subm itted notes 
to the T urkish governm ent im pressing 
upon the porte the necessity of prom pt­ 
ly devising a schem e for A rm enian re­ 
form s. which should include the 
ap ­ 
pointm ent of C hristian officials in A r­ 
menia, the powers to have the rig h t to 
veto the appointm ents by the

Building at The Home of David Con­ 
ger 
Totally Destroyed By Fire 
Early This Morning—The Loss is 
Fully $iooo W ith But $400 Insur­ 
ance—Hose Team Ran Away. 
David Conger’s 
family horse was 
cremated when his large barn at 205 
Washington street, was totally de­ 
stroyed by fire early this morning. In 
the barn was a buggy, cutter,harness, 
a ton and a half of hay, and a hundred 
bushels or more of oats, besides the 
horse and a lot of articles of more or 
less value th at were stored in the 
barn. 
The buggy was all that could 
be got out. 
The loss will b e a t least 
$ 1,000 with an insurance of $400 in 
Metcalf & Carter's agency. 
An alarm was turned in from box 
12, located at the corner of Mineral 
Point avenue and Washington street, 
a t 3:44 o’clock, the fire department 
responding in good time. 
The barn 
was enveloped in flames when discov­ 
ered, and could not be saved. 
The 
dwelling house and barn next north, 
owned and occupied by Engineer E. 
P. Baker, caught fire several times, 
but were saved with slight damage. 
At 5 o’clock the fire was extinguished 
and the department retained to their 
quarters. 
N o L ig h t In T h e B a n d in g 
The fire had a mysterious origin,and 
was probably the work of an incendi­ 
ary. Mr. Conger said he was in the 
barn last night at 6 o’clock to care for 
bis horse. 
He did not use a light,and 
there had been no light in the barn 
to his knowledge, since last winter. 
The fire was first discovered by Mrs. 
E. P. Baker who said she was awak 
oned about the time the electric lights 
were put out, by a noise in the barn. 
On looking out she saw a light at Mr. 
Conger’s barn and then she saw a 
man moving towards Mr. Conger’s 
back door.

T hat democracy is not well satisfied 
w ith the practical workings of tariff 
reform is very apparent. 
Figures, 
w hich tell the story month after month 
disclose the fsllacy cf a theory that 
even the most ardent democrat is 
forced to recognize. 
The prediction th a t a low tariff 
would contribute to national prosper­ 
ity is now pronounced a snare and a 
delusion, for which the democratic 
party is justly held accountable. The

$5,000,000. 
If these ratios are kepi 
up for a year it maens an increase of 
exports of $60,000,000 and an increase 
of imports of eighty four million dol­ 
lars. 
In other words it means th at 
the m arkets of the world are handling 
sixty million dollars w orth less of 
American goods thiB year than they 
did last, and th a t America is buying 
from the old world eighty-four mil­ 
lion dollars worth of goods this year 
th a t should bs produced by home 
labor for the home m arket. 
In spite of this increase of imported 
goods, the reducea tariff, deprives the 
governm ent of revenue sufficient to 
pay running expenses, so th at the 
evil is two fold. 
T h at the results are 
disappointing is very natural, and it 
is not a t all surprising th at many good 
dem ocrats are ready to tu rn the coun­ 
try over to republican rule.

ment of the fact will be a surprise to 
them.

The Waukesha damage case—Al­

THE YOUNG SEIGNEUR 


His chief occupation in tho daytime 
was to stand on the bench by the small 
barred window and watch the pigeons 
on the roof and in the caves of the hos­ 
pital opposite.
